To the citizens of Hopedale: 


This report contains the final budget recommendations of your 
Finance Committee. The amounts we are recommending represent 
the tax levy allowed plus substantial new growth revenue. 


Public meetings were conducted with all departments from January 
through March of 1986. Our primary objective throughout the 
budget process was to recommend appropriations which would allow 
the Town of Hopedale to offer the maximum amount of services to 
it's residents within the guidelines of Proposition 2}. 


The budget being submitted for your approval tonight will allow 
Hopedale to continue the services of our Police, Fire, School, 
Highway, Library and Park Departments. In addition, we are 
recommending one time capital expenditures in excess of $100,000 
for the Highway Department, Board of Assessors, Historical 
Commission, School Department, Fire Department and Police 
Department for the paving of roads, computer updating, cataloging 
of town documents, capital improvements, radio replacement, hose 
replacement and the purchasing of new breathalizer equipment. 


Along with these recommendations, we are providing an additional 
$81,000 to the Stabilization Fund to offset projected declining 
construction in the near future. 


We are also additionally recommending that you approve the 
purchase of two school buses, a truck for the Highway Department, 
a tractor for the Park Department, a van for the handicapped for 
the School Department and a pumper for the Fire Department. We 
believe this to be the appropriate time to accomplish these 
purchases by combining a five year bond issue with the proceeds 
received from selling the Boncompagni House last year. 


We wish to express our sincere appreciation to all departments 


heads and Town Officials for their continued cooperation and 
assistance during our budget process.

MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING OF 
APRIL 7, 1986 
100th ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


The Annual Town Meeting was called to order at 7:00 P.M. by Moderator 
Edwin A. Howard in the Unitarian Church. This church is located on the 
site of the former First Parish Church of the original Hopedale Community 
where the first Annual Town Meeting of the citizens of Hopedale was called 
to order on the 19th day of April, 1886. 


Town Clerk, Robert S. Phillips, read the first Town Warrant issued to 
Frank Dewing by William F. Draper, a Justice of the Peace residing in the 
Town of Hopedale, as printed in the First Annual Report of the Town of 
Hopedale. 


Immediately following the above reading, on a motion by Selectmen Robert E. 
Barrows, duly seconded and voted, the meeting adjourned to the Dennett 
Auditorium of the Hopedale Junior/Senior High School, which was built on 
the site of the General William F. Draper homestead and donated to the 
Town by the Draper family, for action on the various articles of the 100th 
Annual Town Meeting, as follows: 


154 Voters were present according to the checklist by the Registrars. 
ARTICLE 1: VOTED: That the Town hear and act upon the report of the 


Selectmen, and any other officers, departments and committees of said 
Town. 


ARTICLE 2: VOTED: That the Town allow each elected officer for his/ 
her services the following compensation:

ARTICLE 11. VOTED:: that the Town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $300.00 for Insect Pest Control. 


ARTICLE 12, VOTED: that the Town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $500.00 for the supression of Dutch Elm Disease. 


ARTICLE 13.VOTED: that the Town raise and appropriate the sum 
of $631.00 to pay it's share of the costs and expenses of the Central 
Massachusetts Regional Planning Commission District. 


ARTICLE 14, VOTED: that the Town vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $16,771.00 for the Town's assessment for the Blackstone Valley 
Vocational Regional Technical High School. 


ARTICLE 15. VOTED: that the Town raise and appropriate or transfer 
from any available funds in the Treasury, such sum or sums of money as 
may be deemed necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, 
as contained in the Finance Committee report.

*Submitted and received Federal reimbursement for damages incurred 
by Hurricane Gloria in the amount of $21,000.00.

*Advertised and awarded a bid for a new 1,000 gallon pumper for 
the Fire Department.

*Conducted a public hearing at the request of Foam Concepts, Inc. for 
a State Economic Development Set-Aside Funding application.

*Appointed Edward P. Allard to assume the duties of Chief of Police 
for the Town of Hopedale. 


During the year three notable events occured that included the sale 
of the old Draper Complex to Stimpson Properties. We are encouraged by 
this transfer and wish them well in their new venture. The old Dutcher 
Street School is in the process of being converted into residential 
apartments by William McLay Associates. The finished project should be 
an asset to our community. Lastly, the Special Town Meeting adopted a 
three year effort by Frank Zersky, Jr. called Performance Zoning. 

This concept should be a refreshingly new look at residential develop- 
ment.

REPORT OF THE PARADE COMMITTEE

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


SCHOOL YEAR 1985-86 


The membership of the Hopedale School Committee was changed during the 
past year with the addition of John Abbruzzese who was elected to the vacancy 
created by the resignation of Fred Postelle. During the Annual Committee Re- 
organization in March, John McGrath, Jr. passed the Chairmanship of the Com- 
mittee to Mary Grady. Atty. Louis Noferi was elected Vice-Chairman. School 
Superintendent Donald A. Hayes continued as the Secretary. The Committee held 
nine (9) regular monthly meetings the first Tuesday of the month during the 
year for the conduct of the regularbusiness. Of significance this year were the 
several special meetings, most of which were occasioned by the recent growth of 
our community. In the fall, the Committee was confronted by parents concerned 
about class sizes in the elementary grades. Despite explanations by Committee 
members of the difficulty in projecting the number and age of students that will 
be arriving until families actually move in, and the limitations on the budgeting 
process, the growth at the first grade level required the addition of another 
teacher and section and a subsequent transfer of funds to cover those costs at 
a later town meeting. Special Education issues also showed a dramatic increase 
during the year and further prompted the transfer of funds in June to offset 
deficits that had been created. The Special Education items in the budget in- 
creased by 100% in fiscal 1986, and by itself accounted for more than an 8% 
increase in the total school budget. 


It was the formulation of the new school budget that occupied the balance of 
the Committee's attention during the special meetings. Previously mentioned 
increases in Special Education, an increase in staffing to respond to the increased 
student population, funding for capital expenditures which had been deferred for 
the past five years under Proposition 24, and the built-in increases for salaries 
and other purchased items resulted in a budget request showing an increase of 
twenty-five percent over the previous year. Fortunately, excellent support by 
the Finance Committee, the increased growth in taxation resulting from develop- 
ment, and dramatic increases in state aid made possible the funding for nearly 
all that the School Committee requested, and we look forward to the opening of 
school for the 1986-87 school year hopeful that those resources will be sufficient 
to respond to the changes occuring with the new families entering our town. 


The problem of funding your schools and programs, however, and the cost of 
maintaining and adding sufficient services to respond to growth dramatically 
exceeds the ability of the town by itself to provide the financial resources 
necessary, particularly as we now address the need for additional space for our 
students, The support of other Town Boards, and the support of parents at Town 
Meeting will be crucial as the town confronts the many difficult decisions in the 
immediate years ahead.

This year was the first year of the effect of the new Public School 
Improvement Act in Massachusetts. While Hopedale was not eligible for the 
flat grant monies, funds were received for the professional development grant 
for teachers and to fund School Improvement Council activities at the elementary 
level. 


The continued active support of the Parents’ Advisory Committee on Education 
resulted in the addition of two programs in the schools this year aimed at 
increasing childrens' safety. An absentee call-in system was initiated and 
staffed during the year by P.A.C.E. members Providing parents a greater level of 
security that their children had arrived safely at school each day. In addition, 
a video taping program was instituted. The cooperation of students in the Audio- 
Visual Club at the Junior-Senior High School was instrumental. Every student who 
wished was placed on a video taped record to be used in the event that the child 
is ever missing. P.A.C.E. membership continued its involvement in several areas 
of school activities including a volunteer program where countless hours of 
assistance were provided members of our staff to help maintain or expand the 
quality of offerings of several programs. Parents new to our community are en- 
couraged to become involved with P.A.C.E. and to give of their time and energy 
where possible to assist us through some of the turbulence of the year's growth. 


The school department's activities for gifted and talented children were 
formalized and codified during this year. The wide range of level 1, 2, and 3 
activities were identified and a comprehensive statement about the program, its 
philosophy and service and delivery at the different levels was published. At 
year's end, the Committee had moved to create the position of Director of Pupil 
Personnel Services that would encompass the functions of Guidance, Special Education, 
Chapter I, Gifted and Talented and other similar programs K-12 in one office. It 
has been ten years since that office was authorized in the school system, We are 
confident that restoration of this function will bring a level of continuity and 
coordination to these programs that has been much in need for the past several 
years. 


Despite the difficulties inherent in the planning process, planning activities 
continue to occupy a significant portion of the school office and School Committee. 
The School Committee had requested and received authorization from Town Meeting 
during the year for the creation of a Regional School Study Committee and a School 
Building Needs Study Committee to explore all possible alternatives to respond 
to growth in the future years. Internally, planning efforts continued to assure 
each resident continued access to a high quality, comprehensive public school 
program, Hopedale's history has been built on a commitment to excellence. That 
commitment continues throughout your current staff and administration. We urgently 
solicit the support of our public as well’as their understanding, as we struggle 
with the reality of the current dynamic situation in our town. Your School 
Committee and your Superintendent of Schools remain confident that our combined 
efforts and cooperation will result in what we both seek, the best possible educa- 
tional opportunity for every child in the Hopedale Public Schools.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ROAD COMMISSIONERS 


Fiscal Year 1986 was a year of growth for the Highway 
Department. We are experiencing a tremendous increase in 
responsibilities as a result of the new roadways being developed 
within the town. This department, in conjunction with several 
other departments, has been overseeing the proper construction 
of roadways, sidewalks and tree belts. Also, we are going to 
be forced into expanding operations to handle the necessary 
obligations that we will incur within these new subdivisions. 
The Commissioners would like to remind the townspeople that 
not only do we maintain the roadways, but we are also responsible 
for maintaining the park grounds along with preparing the base- 
ball, soccer, and all other fields for our high school. leagues. 


In September of 1986 we experienced Hurricane Gloria. We 
estimate that approximately 500 trees were blown over on town 
property. The highway employees, along with the Commissioners, 
spent hours working around the clock cleaning debris from the 
storm. This operation took four weeks of ten hour days to 
complete. Additionally, we had to secure the services of out- 
side contractors to assist us in this clean-up project. With 
the help of the Town Administrator and the Civil Defense Director 
the town was fortunate to receive Federal Disaster Aid, for a 
large portion of the costs incurred as a result of this hurricane. 


The Winter months proved to be very mild this year, however 
we experienced light snow and ice storms that required our 
services for the salting and sanding of roadways at the request 
of the Police Department. 


Rosenfeld Concrete donated a 1960 Ford chassis to the depart- 
ment. With the understanding and cooperation of the Finance 
Committee we were able to install a ten yard sander on this 
chassis which will prove to be very useful in maintaining our 
sanding operations for the Town. 


In April of 1986 the Board welcomed John Farrar as a member 
of the Board of Road Commissioners. 


The Commissioners would like to thank all departments, and 
Town Administrator John Hayes, for their cooperation and 
assistance throughout the year.

REPORT FOR FISCAL YEAR 1986 


The Board conducted twelve regular and one special meeting during 
this year. 


As our town continues to grow, we have been deeply involved in 
overseeing the construction of new water and sewer lines. Our growth 
has allowed us to stabilize rates for 1986 and 1987. Due to the 
increase in the number of customers, we will be able to totally fund 
our bond re-payment for the coming fiscal year without subsidizing 
this account from other sources. 


Action taken by the Board during the past year included the following: 


*Finalizing the terms and conditions for Country Club Estates in 
Milford to connect to our municipal sewer system. 


*Engineering, awarding the contract and constructing the Adin 
Street sewer extension. 


*Continuing to connect existing homes to our sewer system, with 
97% compliance through June 30, 1986. 


*Pursuing the re-activation of our Greene Street well fields for 
an additional water source. 


*Effecting the completion of a 12" water main from Freedom Street 
to Westcott Road, in conjunction with WGB Construction Company. 
This project will increase volume and stabilize pressure in all 
of the homes located in this area from Hill Street through 
Pinecrest. 


*Continued discussions for the location of a second water tank 
near the Mendon town line. 


*Granted permission for thirty-three additional connections to 
service West Street area customers, in conjunction with the 
Milford Sewer Commissioners. 


*Voted to increase water and sewer connection fee's to $400.00 each. 


*Worked with Stimpson Properties and WGB Construction Company to 
secure an easement for providing gravity sewers for a portion 
of Pinecrest II. 


*Continued to monitor and remove infiltration from our sewer system. 
*Replaced our service vehicle in the Water Department. 


*Continued to explore new sources of water jointly with the Milford 
Water Company. 
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The Water Department experienced an increase of 228 customers 
for a total of 1,568 and the Sewer Department was increased by 
239 customers for a total of 1,352 users. 


Our water customers used 103,297,688 gallons of water during 
the year. 


We are making every effort to stabilize our capital expenditures 
in the Water Department in an effort to maintain our current rate 
structure. Within the Sewer Department we are going through our 
final close out with the state and federal regulating agencies. 
Once this procedure is completed we are optimistic that a rate 
reduction on your sewer use charge may be possible. 


Our goal continues to be to provide these essential services 
at the lowest possible rates. Our appreciation is extended to our 
employees, customers and other town departments for their cooperation 
during this past year.

Numerous repairs were made to the sewage ejection system during 
the year. Both equipment and electrical repairs were necessary to 
alleviate operating problems. Trees at the Griffin Apartments were 
trimmed and several removed due to size. Some flowering trees will be 
replaced, if possible. The Authority received damage to stockade 
fencing from the September hurricane and has been granted permission 
to obtain bids to repair the Dennett fencing and replace the Griffin 
fencing with chain link style. This work will be done in the Spring 
of 1986, when bids are approved. 


A cookout was held in September for all residents and has become 
an annual affair, which is very well attended. 


In November the Hopedale Housing Authority was the recipient of 
a Joint Energy Conservation Award given by the Executive Office of 
Communities and Development.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Hopedale Conservation Commission membership was unchanged during FY86. 
The Commission held seven (7) regular public meetings and conducted eleven (11) 
public hearings on petitions of residents for construction in areas affected by 
wetlands regulations. 


The Town of Hopedale's continued growth and development continues to affect 
the Conservation Commission and its membership as we struggle to stay ahead of 
satutory and case law developments and the work of developers on approved projects 
in our community. This year's activity alone represented an additional full one 
third of the total activity that the Conservation Commission has ever faced since 
its creation in 1965. In the last two years, almost seventy-five percent of the 
Conservation history is contained. Applications this year contained plans for 
projects exceeding two hundred additional homes and one commercial development. 


The time and energy put in by your Conservation Commission members was felt 
to have paid off with substantial increase in Commission members' knowledge and 
ability to protect the rapidly declining and sensitive wetland areas remaining in 
our community. The extended development, however, has pointed out the critical 
need for assistance with the monitoring and enforcement of the Orders that are 
written to ensure that what occurs in projects is what was intended. To that end, 
Commission members have increased dramatically their inspection and monitoring 
activities in between meetings, but time constraints in that regard are a real 
concern. As development continues in our community, the Commission members are 
giving serious consideration to bringing a request before the governing body at 
Town Meeting for consideration of some assistance for coordinating inspection 
activities across several Town Boards, 


The Mellen Street complex is the only land presently owned by the Conservation 
Commission. A continuing project over several years has been under way to develop 
athletic fields on that facility and to create a passive recreational area in the 
pine grove bordering the Charles River. Little additional progress was made toward 
that end this year, however. The area that was graded and seeded last year has been 
left unused in order to let the turf harden, and Commission members were very pleased 
with the result. An area more than doubling the available space will be put into 
use this fall. There remains the need for substantial investment, however, to 
complete the drainage, paving, final grading and seeding of the balance of the area 
before it achieves the status originally intended. 


The Commission undertook a review of the process necessary to developing a 
long range plan for the Town of Hopedale that would qualify our community for certain 
federal grants. The part-time nature of the positions combined with the high level 
of activity presently occuring makes any further progress toward the development 
of such a plan impossible at the present time.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The Board of Assessors held regularly scheduled meetings on 
the first and third Tuesdays of each month. 


At the Annual Town Meeting the position of Assessor was 
changed from that of an elected position to one appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen, by a majority vote. Subsequently, 
for various personal reasons, the members of this Board holding 
office on January lst resigned and the current three members 
were appointed by the Board of Selectmen in July. 


There is a long road ahead before the current board becomes 
acclimated to the day to day activities required of this office. 
Currently, two members of the Board, Judy Brown and William 
Caufield, are attending classes which will lead to their 
certification, as required by the state. 


The problem of tax bills being issued late over the past 
several years has resulted in the purchasing of a computer. As 
there were no commercial programs available, Wordata Systems, Inc., 
of Medway, was hired to develop a custom software package for the 
town. We are currently in the process of loading data and the 
system appears to be the most progressive one in use of any town 
in the State of Massachusetts at this time. Once on line the 
system should allow for timely tax bills as well as portions of 
the state mandated tri-annual revaluations at a substantial 
saving to the Town. 


Mapping of the Town is currently in progress and is anticipated 
to be completed before the close of the fiscal year. These maps 
will replace existing maps which were completed in the 1950's. 


We would like to thank the Boards that we deal with on a 
regular basis along with the staff of the General Office for 
their cooperation during the past year. We especially wish 
to thank Mrs. Felicia Gaal, Assistant Assessor, for her 
tolerance and diligence during this past transitional year.
